Oficial Reports of the Reut of Marshall--- 
Trials of a Fat Rebel---His Feree 


Our Advance Occupies Prestonburg. 


Jan. 14.—The following official 
documents were read at headquarters to-day: 
Ky., Jan. 8th. 
To Capt. J. B. Frey, 4. A. G.: 

I entered this place yesterday with the 42d 
Ohio, the 7th Kentucky, and 300 of the 2d 
Virginia cavalry. On hearing of my approach 
the main rebel foree left their strongly en- 
trenched camp and fied. I sent my cavalry to 
the mouth of Jennis’s creek, where they at- 
tacked and drove the rebel cavalry which had 
been left as a vanguard, a distance of 5 miles, 
killing 3.and wounding a considerable number. 

Marshali’s whole army is now flying in utter 
coffusion. He had abandoned and burned a 
large arnount of his stores. We have taken 
fifteen prisoners. Our lose was two killed and 
one wounded. I startin pursuit to-morrow 
mornivy.

Preeronsurns, Jan. 11, 1962. 


To Capt. J. B. Fry, A. A. G.: 

I left Paintsville on Thursday noon with 
1,100 men and drove in the enemy's pickets, 
two nilles below Prestonburg. The men slept 
on their arms. At? o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing we moved towards the main body of the 
enemy, at the forks of Middle Creek, under 
eommand of Marshall. Skirmishing with his 
out poste began at 8 o'clock, and at 1 p. m. we 
engaged his force of 2,500 men and three can- 
non posted on the hill. We fought them until 
dark, having been reinforced by 700 men from 
Paintsville, and drove the enemy from all their 
poritions. 

He carried off the majority of his dead and 
ali bis wounded. This morning we fouad 27 
of his dead on the ficld. His killed cannot 
be less than 60. We have taken twenty-five 
prisoners, 10 horses, and a quantity of stores. 

The ahemy burned most of his stores and 
filed preeipitately. To-day I have crossed the 
river and am now occupying Prestonburg. 
Our loss is two killed and twenty-five wound-

THE CONVENTION AND BANKING. 

Without positive knowledge, we assume 
that a majority of the members of the Con- 
stitutional Convention, now in session at 
Springfield, are opposed to the creation of 
any more banks of issue; and from a reso- 
lution which seemed to meet with favor— 
a resolution inguiring into the expediency 
of abolishing all the banks in this State 
“now in legal! existence—we take it that even 
the rights conferred by former legislation 
and by constitutional sanction, are 
in danger. Without any feeling of 
favor for a financial arrangement which 
will enable a certain class of men to swap 
their notes, without interest, for the notes 
of our merchants, manufacturers and farm- 
ers, with interest and with security, we beg 
to remind the Convention that its action, 
how radica] seever it may be, can effect no 
reform beyond the limitaof this State; and 
that, by the facts of the situation, they are 
not so clearly Called upon to discuss the 
question, “Are Banks of Issue opposed to the 
public weal?” as this other question, “ Are 
we, of Hilinois, surrounded by States which 
have legalized banks, justified in forbidding 
them here, thus opeming the door to a 
foreign circulation of which the mass o 
the people can know little or nothing?” 
That, it seems to us, is the point for the 
Convention to decide. 

Kt is clear that the way of currency re- 
form does not lie through State Con- 


ventions or Legislatures. Banks, inhibited — 


' Dineis, will flourish with more than 
tropical luxuriance in Iowa, Wisconsin and 
Indiana; and if half the States of the 
Union were, to-day, to forbid the creation 
of such institutions, the manufacture of 
paper money in the remaining States 
would be doubled within the year; and 
the condition of the country, so--far as 
the quantity of its circulation is concerned, 
would not be improved, though the qual- 
ity might be deteriorated. { 
Again, a legislation which makes the 
circulation of the notes of banks out- 
side the State, whether of large or 
small denominations, a penal offence, is 
mainly inoperative, and will be so as long 
as any considerable fraciion of the people 
fail to recognize its justice and necessity. 
Hence, though the Convention may heap 
fines upon forfeitures, and imprisonment 
upon both, and disfranchisement upon all, 
as the punishment for paying out or receiv- 
ing the prohibited money, it will continue to 
pass. We need only refer to the statute 
now in force, butdisregarded by everybody, 
and by none more fearlessly or trequently 
than by the members of the Convention, 
for proof of what wesay.

The Relicf of the Families of Volun- 
teers. 


The law for the relief of the families of vol- 
unteers will cost the people of the State of 
Michigan easily enough $250,000 or &300,000 
the present year, and the bill now before the 
Legislature to amend the act of last spring 
coves not promise to make it any less. A 
pumber of the counties have appropriated 
$8,000, $9,000, and. even higher amounts, while 


others have appropriated less than a thousand. 


dollars, so that the average will easily reach 
$5,000, and with that basis any one can readily 
estimate the entire amount paid in the State. 
The matter is now undergoing a thorough 
sifling at Lansing, and many abuses are being 
exposed. 

Handreds of instances are related where 
families have received money reguiarly from 
their heads in the army every month sufficient 
to keep them im comfort, and yet the fificen 
doliars from the Supervisor have been drawn 
and used either extravagantly or hoarded 
away. And eo fit has gone on from bad to 
worse, until a radical reform is new demand- 
ed. The new bill reported authorizes Boards 
of Supervisors to afford relief when nec ¥, 
and to raise money for the purpose on bonds 
issued for a term not to exceed three years, 
and to collect taxes for their payment.

Eastern A Agencies. 

The Lafayette (Ind.) Journal estimates that 
the western newwepaper press have been 
swindled out of money by hundreds of thuu- 
sands yearly by eastern advertising firms, lo- 
eated at New York, and thinks it would be 
well for publishers to combine together for 
the appointanent of an agent at the metropo- 
lis, who shall transact their business fairly. 
The Jowrnal honorably excepts Pettingill & 
Co., and Johy Hooper & Son, from the charge 
of frands, but all the other New York adver- 
tising agencies are not worth the postage 
stamp that shall sendthem ¢ bill. It is within 
the personal recollection of the writer (then 
connected with another paper), that an “ ad- 
vertising firm,” so styled, introduced itself to 
the country press and did astroke of advyer- 
tising for a weekly story paper to the amount 
of not less than $20,000 in the aggregate (the 
individual accounts ranging from $100 to $400), 
not one cent of which was ever paid or the 
parties fhominally responsible ever found. The 
editor of the paper thus liberally puffed im- 
mediately retired from the concern, and du- 
ring all one Congress hung around Washing- 
ton’ with his claims to a seat in that body. 
But this is only one instance in a thousand. 
The safe way is to write down every new ad- 
yertising firm— no matter how good the 
“references” may be—as a swindle, to be 


-avolded, as one would wish for his peace of 


mind and the integrity of his account books. 
The Journal places the annual fraud of these 
bogus agencies at $800,000. It is a pretty large 
figure, but we are not prepared to dispute it, 
Talk about “ poor country editors,’’ who have 
such a balance of injury to their credit. — 


P A New Fibre. 

Several months since there was an article in 
our paper calling attention toe new article 
from which fibre can be obtained not unlike 
that of fax. We allude toa plant of the com- 
mon milk weed species, of from three to five 
feet high. It grows wild upon the prairies 
and specially infests corn fields. 

Mr. E, Cheyer, of Specie Grove, Kendall 
county, called at our office yesterday morning, 
and left ue a specimen of the stalk and the 
fibre. The etalk was simply soaked in warm 
water and the woody parts were rubbed out, 
having the fibre long and nearly white. Twist- 
ed into a small cord it is very strong, and se 
far as we can judge from a small specimen, 
we should suppose that ropes, paper and other 
articles conld be profitably made from it. Mr. 
Chever’s attention was called to the matter by 
the Indians of California, who there usc the 
fibre successfully fora great variety of pur- 
poses. Will not some of our enterprising, 
intelligent farmers investigate the matter and 
give the public the benefit of their knowledge 
and experience, through the columns of the 
TRIBuse.
